DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on April 5, 2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
full statutory term defined in 35 USC §154 to §156 of the co-pending application
